The meeting was called to order, with Mayor Miller presiding.

The reasding of the Minutes was dispensed with,

Pursuant to published notice, the City Councll, at the time and place
designated, resumed the public hearing on the application of Jack Lebo for
a change in zoning, from "A" Residence District to "BY Residence District,
of the property located at the southeast corner of Longview and West 24th
Streets, legally described as Lots 13 and 14, Outlots W1 and 42, Division
D%, Longview Terrace, sald hearing having been continued from the regular
meeting of November 27, 1946, at the request of the attorneys for the said
Jack Lebo.

We Re Smith, Attorney for Jack Lebo, applicant, appeared in support
of his client's application, declaring that he is asking for the change
for an apartment house only,

The following opponents of the chénge appeared in opposition to the
change substantially as followss

JOSEPH J, JONES, 2212 Longview Street, stated that he did not think
the property owners have had a chance to be heard on the subject of amn
apartment house as thelr protests were against the change from M"A" Residence
to YB" Residence, but that they do protest an apsrtment house in that area;
that this ls a new district - none of the houses having been built longer
than six to eight years - and he thinks it unfair to go into a new district
and impose a "B" zoning which will depreciate their properiy before natural
depreciation takes place; that if the change is granted on Longview Street
the Council will soon be compelled to grant WB" changes in any part of town:
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that there is a great deal of property nearer the University of Texas that
ig available for spartment sites but it is expensive and that it was good
business on the part of applicant %o buy this property av residence prices
and then get it changed to commercial use; and that it would not be fair
to surrounding property ocwners to grant this change.

CLAY SIMPSON stated that he took the same position as Mr, Jones and
that he doeg not want their zoning changed because it will depreciate thelr
property; that they bought there because it was a qulet street; and that
there are deed restrictions anyway which would not permit an apartment
house,

EEN THRASHER, Attorney for Marguerite Craig, stated that his ¢lient
is opposed to the change ; that she bought her home there under an WAW
clagsification; and that applicant bought his property lknowing it was =zoned
ag residentiale

All property owners and interested persons having been given an oppor-
tunity to be heard, the hearing was thereupon closed, and Councilman Wolf
moved that the property in quesiion of the said Jack Lebo be changed %o
"B.1" Residence Distriect, and the City Attorney be instructed to prepare
the necessary ordinance. The motion carried by the following vote:

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Austin, pursuant to the
terms of Section 31 of the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Austin, has
referred to the Zoning Board of Adjustment for its consideration a petition
of Mrs. Ida Frances McGill, through her attorneys, Looney and Clark, re-
questing & change in the Use désignation of the following property:

A1l of Lot 14 and the south 1/2 of 15, Block 3,

Carringtonts Subdivision, Outlots 26, 27 and 28,

Division "D*, being located at 1909 Cliff Street,
from VA" Residence District to "Bu.lM Residence Districts: and

WHERBAS, the Board of Adjustment carefully considered this application
at a meeting on January 14, 1947; and

WHEREAS, on October 12, 1946, the applicant filed an appeal with the
Board of Adjustment for a variation to the Zoning Ordinance to permit the
maintenance of a rooming and boarding house on the sbove described property
in view of the fact that the bullding was being occupied by a number of
University students in viclation of the existing zoning classificstion of
the property; and

WHEREAS, the property owners in this neighborhood filed a protest
with the Board of Adjustment seeking a cessation of the violation of the
Ordinance by the applicant; and

WHEREAS, - the Board, on October 23, 1946, held a hearing st which the
applicant appeared pleading for the varience snd s large number of property
owners also appeared protesting this appesl; and

WHEREAS, it was established by the hearing that thig building was
being used as a boarding and lodging house in violation of the requirements
for an "AY Residence District in which the same is located and the desire
was unanimously expressed by practically the entire neighborhood from 22nd
Street to 2Uth Street and from Longview Street to Lamar Boulevard to main-
tain this area as an "A" Residence District; and

WHEREAS, the building comstructed upon this property was originally
built far in excess of the normal requirements for a single family dwelling
and even a duplex, and, therefore, in form if not in use violated the pur-
pose and spirit of the Ordinance, and, owing to this original estate, the
subgequent owners have endeavored to use this building for WBM Residence
purposess and

WHEREAS, the Board, ab the gbove mentioned hearing, granted a tempo-
rary permit to the owner permitting the use as a boarding and lodging house
until June 15, 1947, to avoid the eviction of the University students, a
number of vhom were G.I, veterans, and on condition that at the expiration
of the ftime the building be used for its legal purpose; and

| WHEREAS, the Board, at the meeting held on January 1%, 1947, after
further deliberation and consideration of all the facts and clrcumstances
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and character of the neighborhood, deemed that no change has occurred in
the situation and that remedy for the existing vioclation after June 15th
would be to remodel the bullding into a duplex residence or otherwise cause
it %o conform to the "AY Residence District requirements of the Ordinance,
and the Roard further deemed that to change the zoning designation of this
one lot would be & spot zone of the worst type, perpetuating an incipient
blight and an origlnal error in the construction of the building to the
detriment, peace and confort of the neighborhood; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT COF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT the above change in the Use designatbtion of the property be and
is hereby not recommended to the City Council of the City of Austin.

RESOLUTION,

WHEREAS, the City Councll of the City of Austin, pursuant to the terms
of Section 31 of the Zoning Ordinance of the City of Austin, has referrved
to the Zoning Board of Adjustment for its consideration a petition of
Louis D. Kubecka requesting a change in the Use designation of the following
property:

Blocks 46 and 47, Christian and Fellman Addition, Outlot 24,

Division "C", being located between 234
and 24th St ;
Street and East Avenue, 2 reets, Swisher
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from BAW Regidence District and ¥BW Residence District to "O¥ Commercial
District; and

WHEREAS, the Board of Adjustment held a hearing on this application
at a meeting on Janusry 7, 1947, at which the applicant and his abttorney,
Chas, Fs Herring, and Fred T. Spangler, prospective owner of the property,
all appeared and explained the development which was proposed on this -
property; and

WHERFEAS, property owners in this area were represented by Wm. Trencke
mann and the Council Room was filled to overflowing with protestants who
opposed the proposed change on the grounds that they had bought thelr prop- .
erty and built their homes with the knowledge that this was residence prop= ||
erty and that they wished to maintain the present classification, further
affirming that the change to business designation would depreciate the
value of their property; and a petition signed by 189 property owners in
this vicinity protesting the change wag filed with the Board: and

WHEREAS, the applicants filed a petition signed by seven property
owners approving the proposed change, two of the original nine signers
having requested that their names be withdrawn from the petition; and

WEEREAS, the application is for the change of Blocks 46 and U7 for
the purpose of erecting a sports center, which blocks adjoin 2Uth Street
for a distance of 512 feet on the north, 23% Street 376 feet on the south,
and Swisher Street 315 feet on the west; and ‘

WHEREAS, to provide the right-of-way for the Interstate Highway on
Bast Avenue would require a strip 120 feet deep out of Block 46 and a PO~
tion of former Cole Street, leaving an ares approximately 3T74'x315! 3 and

WHERHAS, the applicants affirm that they propose to erect a permanent
masonry and concrete building for the use as a sporis arens containing ‘
thirty bowling alleys, handball courts , basketball courts, concessions for
dispensing soft drinks but no beer or liquer, and to provide in the sscond
floor a convertable ice skating rink and suditorium to accommodate ten
thousand persons when used as an suditorium, and that the cost of the im-
provements would be approximately One Million Dollars; and

WHEREAS, the remaining area of the dlocks to be changed after provid-
Ing the right-of-way for the Interstate Highway would have to provide a
space for a large building to accommodate the activities proposed and also
parking facilities for an emormous number of patrons who might use the
building; and ) ‘

WHEREAS, this site is located east of the University in an existing
residential area in which there are no through streets connecting thig
property with north, south snd west portions of the City except 19th Sireet,
32nd Street, and at present Bast Avenus; 21l of the streets in the immedi-
ate vielnity being local regidential streets as classified in the Ordinance
covering plats and subdivisions of the City of Austin and would not provide
- proper accesses to such a development nor adequate parking space for patrons
of the development; and

WHEREAS, the fact that this property borders on the Interstate High-
way does not insure a greater access from this direction since the project
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will be on the wrong side of the Highway as access to the through lanes

of the Highway could only be had at certain interchanges which would be a
considersble distance north and south of this site, and the only immediate
access would be from the service road along the high-~speed lanes of the
Highway connecting to these interchanges and, therefore, thig Highway would
not afford any particular relief to the traffic and parking conditions
which would be created by this development: and

WHEREAS, the present local residential streets are already congested
from local traffic and particularly during athletic events held by the
University of Texas such as baseball, football and track since the Memorial
Stadium and Ball Park are only three blocks distance from this site; and

WHERMAS, to change the zoning classification of this portion of the
property froating on the future Interstate Highway at this time is pre.
mature since the full effect of the Highway upon the adjolning property is
not known and the coanstruction of this Highway will require a comprehensive
study of the re-zoning of all the property fiom 19th Street to the north
city limits along this Highway and, therefore, any local changes should be
deferred until such & study can be made; and

. WHEREAS, the Board deemed that a development of this magnitude which

~would result in enommous traffic and parking problems would not fit into
this area and would create conditions which would have far reaching effects
on all the property in this immediate neighborhood; and that this area to
the east of the University should be developed for residentlal purposes to
house an increasging number of students in the University since there ig
more property available here closer to the University than any other prop-
erty; and further deemed that a large and comprehensive development as the
one proposed should be located where there is ample access to the same on
through residential streets or main thoroughfares from all sections of the
City and vhere adequate space is available for proper parking of the many
antomobiles that would otherwise congest the immediate area surrounding the
development; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT:
THAT, while the Board in no sense dlsapproves the development per se

but considers such an enterprise to be of great value to the City, 1t does
not recommend a change of this property for this purpose at this location,.
